10 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

30 (D) A PERMIT ISSUED BY THE DEPARTMENT:

31 (1) ISVALID ONLY FOR AN AUTHORIZED PERSON OPERATING A VESSEL
32 FOR CHARTER FISHING TRIPS ORIGINATING FROM THE TIDAL WATERS OF VIRGINIA
33 ORTFHEPOTOMACRIER, AND

A 2 ISNONTRANSFERABLE.
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1 (E) A PERSON IN POSSESSION OF A PERMIT ISNOT REQUIRED TO POSSESS A
2 MARYLAND COMMERCIAL FISHING GUIDE LICENSE UNDER § 4-210 OF THIS SUBTITLE
3 TO OPERATE A CHARTER BOAT IN TIDAL WATERS OF THE CHESAPEAKE BAY IN

4 MARYLAND.

5 () A PERSON OPERATING A CHARTER BOAT UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THIS
6 SECTION MUST SHALL HAVE ALL APPROPRIATE FEDERAL AND STATE LICENSES AND
7 THE REQUIRED PERMIT IN POSSESSION WHENEVER OPERATING A CHARTER BOAT.

8 (G) THE HOLDER OF A PERMIT ISSUED UNDER THIS SECTION ISSUBJECT TO
9 THE PENALTIESUNDER SUBTITLE 12OF THISTITLE.

10 (H) THE DEPARTMENT MAY ADOPT REGULATIONS NECESSARY TO
11 IMPLEMENT THIS SECTION.

12 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
13 October 1, 2003.
